xlie attached letter I wote the CIa today does not represent some new Dale Carnegie 
approach. I am that disgusted with these (.'people who could have been %zis of the Gestapo 
or served the Stalin KGB. The differencein degree, of course, is great, out in prin ci ple 
it is the same. ' 

They claim I owe them money for quite a few thousand pages, mostly without any 
meaning at all, they sent me without speaking to me or writing me when after several years 
they found this trash, mostly from the description of those who went over them elsewhere 
invoices and things like that, having to do with their Nazi-like adventures in jtoying with 
the mind, x never asked for them and even if they had been records of value represented 
no value to me. I had, much earlier, had two interests in its records on the subject. 

One came from a memo the CIA gave the Warren Commission saMng, in effect that they were 
aoout live years ahead of the USSR in such work. The other had to-pdo with their killing 
a local man who worked atPort Pe trick and was also in a CIA unit there, ^ey ‘gave him 
LSD, ^ delayed treating him at all and let him jump out of a New York Hotel window. When one 
of his sons was in high school he was the friend of other students who I helped with a 
science fair project with which they won first prize for the state of dryland. 

My work interest was^limkted to the possibility Oswald had been converted into 
some kind of Manchurian candidate. Which J- did not believe for a minute but others did. 

I never believed °swald killed JFK, as my published work, going back to $965, shows. 

Whit the CIA said it had I had agreed to pay for and did pay for promptly. After 
that I had no interest because for me it held no content. I made it available to others 
and long after the CZf had stopped responding, years after 1 owffered to send it back, 
years after they didn't bother denying that I had not ordered it, .{7 gave it to Hood 
college. Not just tbisjunk-e very thing- about 10 linear feet, including the Olson case records. 

But they've used this false claim that I owe them money not to provide any records 

to me. 

IShich is how they began. I can't think of a single one of my many requests that 
they processed when they had no such excuse. They even provided me and I have thier 
lists of my own ignored requests. More, with regard to their records on me, they even 
lied to thejji general counsel and told hin they had no records on me. When he agreed to 
confer with Jim Lesar and me~~X'’and I was able to prove that they had relevant records, 
they a did disclose some. In the sourse of which they have one component that disclosed 
it had files it did not let the general counsel knew it had. I suspect they arne files 
on my work and on their interference with my publication. u f the latter there is a prima 
facie case and it involves E. Howard Hunt and, alas, it is not proof, it is only a 
substantial reason to believe that they did kill a deal I did have made. 

‘•‘•Ms also involves an untold part of the Watergate story and the CIA* s involvement 
in it and if only thtbugh an asset, in the campaign to get Justice Douglass off the 
Supreme Court. gLhgtLa lflft jAYPlved Hunt when he was a CIA employee . This is solidly 
documented. Both are documented in other files of 15 years ago. 

Except for a few — very few— Ling records I went to court to sue it to get I can’t 
now think of any of my information requests being met by it other than with its few general 
releases to all critics. As|de from some of the records on me that 1 did get after l on g 
delay and internal dishonesties. So this phony deal of my owing the CIA money, which its own 
regulations then and now refute, is merely a convenient dodge for not providing me with any 
records, even referrals to it. Or, part of the longstanding decision to withhold information 
from me illegally. Maybe writing it is a waste of time. Who bows? But it makes a record. 
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
